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LINCOLN’S EDUCATION 
In the y ear and some months that hav e 
passed since the launching of the first 
Sputnik, the American education sy stem 
has taken a critical hammering all the way 
from the elementary grades to the college 
lev el. 
“ Why can’t J ohnny read?’’, a cry often 
heard ev en before Sputnik, has now been 
modified to “ Why can’t J ohnny calculate 
and build bigger and better rockets and 
satellites than Iv an?’’ 
Whatev er may be the answer to that 
question (if it is a v alid question), it is an 
indisputable fact that Americans put great 
store by education. 
Some charge, howev er, that the emphasis 
is too concentrated on the side of formal, 
learned-in-school education. There is an­ 
other kind of education, they say , an edu­ 
cation for liv ing. Simply , to dev elop one’s 
potential as a human being to the utmost, j 
Without a continuous process of this kind 
of education all through our liv es, book 
learning may only serv e to coat us with a 
v eneer of specialized knowledge. 
On this 150th anniv ersary of Abraham 
Lincoln’s birth, and Year II of the space 
age, it might be a good idea to recall that 
great man’s formativ e y ears to try to strike 
a balanced v iew of “ education.” 
Lincoln had little formal schooling, it is 
true. But he eagerly drank up knowledge 
wherev er and howev er he could. 
Think 
what 12 y ears of public school would hav e 
meant to a man like hinu or the opportun­ 
ity to earn a scholarship to a college. 
No man is fool enough to suggest that 
y oungsters today be forced to study by 
firelight or end their schooling after a few 
sporadic y ears in grade school in hopes of 
dev eloping their characters in the manner 
of Lincoln. 
Those who are critical of our current en­ 
thusiasm for education as a panacea for the 
world’s ills and the one great hope of com­ 
batting communism may point out that 
plenty of Lincoln’s contemporaries had 
much more education than he. Yet how 
many ev er rose to his stature? 
We cannot adequately ex plaip how it was 
that Lincoln rose from obscurity to a posi­ 
tion of leadership while others with greater 
j 
or lesser opportunities did not. But we do 
know that academic education, open to all, 
will make the path easier for whatev er | 
children there may be today of Lincoln’s . 
stamp. 
One thing is certain: Had Lincoln liv ed 
elsewhere than in a democracy , or had his 
desire to learn been entirely frustrated, we 
would not be celebrating his birthday to­ 
day . 
“ Why can’t J ohnny . . . ?” is a tre­ 
mendous question. The only way we know 
to striv e for the answer is through edu­ 
cation. And by education, we mean a com­ 
bination of both the stuff of books and the 
stuff of humanity itself, of which the great­ 
est ex ample is Lincoln.

* T H E RAC K ETS 
The word, rack et, used to mean to m ak e a 
noise. However, since the 
good , 
old days of P ro­ 
hibition, it has come to have another meaning, 
broader 
more inclusive. A rack et is an illegal 
enterprise in which men engage with the overt 
or covert consent of government officials. Some­ 
times the front men 
in a 
rack et 
a ie called 
rack eteers, but they are rarely those w'ho mak e 
the big profits. 
It 
is 
impossible 
for one man 
to w ork 
a 
rack et alone. He needs the assistance of a fixer, 
who is either a politician or a lawyer or both; 
He m ay need the help of someone in a law en­ 
forcement agency who is willing not to enforce 
the law; he may req uire special bank ing facili­ 
ties or more often 
connects with 
a 
Shylock 
than 
w ith 
a 
legitim ate 
bank . 
A 
rack eteer, 
therefore, either is part of a syndicate or to use 
a more lowly term , “The Mob." 
R ack ets are not limited to vice, narcotics, m u r­ 
der. These are the lower forms of rack ets, prac­ 
ticed by mobsters and producing the least money 
per rack eteer. Gambling is a higher form of 
rack eteering and the tak r is cut with bigger poli­ 
ticians. Gambling, even if legal, req uires special 
protection and gets it. Vice is sometimes practiced 
by individual ladies of the night who can function 
without police protection for a prolonged .period, 
but generally vice is male controlled and is a 
rack et which means that it has protection, either 
legal or political. 
. 
, 
The higher forms of rack ets involve the sale 
of fraudulent stock s, the arrangem ents for in­ 
come tax evasion or avoidance, contracting for 
sales and services to Federal, sta te and municipal 
governments, the allocation of territory for busi­ 
nesses, labor union goon operations, and similar 
activities. These rack ets often req uire the con­ 
nivance of highly placed officials, reputable busi­ 
nessmen, bank ers, lawyers and politicians. For 
instance, walk into a million dollar high school or 
a municipal office building and ask yourself w'hy 
sculptured 
bronze doors are req uired or why 
m arble is so unsparingly used. Inq uire about the 
salt used in our city on slippery streets during 
the w inter. W here does it come from? Who al­ 
ways has the contract? Check on a simple item 
of snow’ removal and note the excessive cost for 
truck s. Look into the costs of typewriters, sewing 
machines, lead pencils and similar items in your 
city schools. 
. 
In m any places, these are rack et items that 
pass unnoticed because the taxpayer is not con­ 
scious of the fact tha t it is w aste and duplication 
that hit him hardest in all budgets. The Hoover 
Commission discovered that in the Federal Gov­ 
ernm ent; anyone who has studied rack eteering in 
municipalities k nows that to be true. 
W hat is generally term ed “labor rack eteer­ 
ing” is a different thing altogether. Samuel Gom- 
pors, John Mitchell, John L. Lewis and, lor that 
m atter all the great leaders of trade unionism in 
this country, had nothing to do with rack eteering. 
Samuel Gompcrs, who founded the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor, died a comparatively poor man. 
It was during the Roosevelt Administration 
that, the labor leaders (not the unions per se) got 
a law, the National Labor Relations Act, which 
made them powerful personalities not only in their 
unions but in the country. It is true tha t there 
was a period when labor unions hired acid throw ­ 
ers and even k illers either to suppress competing 
unions or to force employers to their will. But 
Lee Pressman, N athan W itt and their colleagues 
showed them a better way. Get a law and an 
agency to enforce the law in your favor and you 
become both legitimate (and powerful. The NLRA 
and the NLRB did exactly that. The T aft-H artley 
Law, designed to correct abuses, has not accom­ 
plished its objective. R ather, it has boon so suc­ 
cessfully manipulated to protect the labor bosses 
that all attem pts to change it have failed. Thus 
far the measure introduced in the 86 th Congress 
will protect the labor bosses. 
Two tendencies have appeared in trade union­ 
ism which are perilous; one is a personal combi­ 
nation of labor leaders and mobsters for their 
mutual benefit. (The w ork ers do not benefit; the 
unions, as organizations, do not benefit.) The sec­ 
ond is the outright purchase of political power by 
financial support, directly or indirectly, of m em ­ 
bers of Congress and other politicians. Before 
each election, lists are published of candidates 
who are friendly to labor. Labor reciprocates. 
This is not specifically rack eteering. A nother word 
is req uired to define it.

In the Case of Birthmark s

There are a lot of superstitions about b irth­ 
mark s. 
Even today, in w hat is considered an on- 
lightened age, m any people seem to believe that 
birthm ark s come because of some incident or | 
event occurring to the m other while carrying Iter 
child.

The notion still persists that it a baby is born 
with a straw berry m ark , the m other either ate a 
lot of straw berries during pregnancy or showed 
an uncontrollable desire tor them. 
Q uite often 
the appearance of a b irthm ark is blamed on some 
dreadful experience of the m other duting preg­ 
nancy. 
' 
I 
There is no scientific evidence to support such 
beliefs. 
One k ind of b irthm ark is k nown as the pig- j 
mented, or hairy mole. 
On this subject a m other 
has recently w ritten about her 15-year-old daugh­ 
ter.

* The girl has a dark brown birthm ark with hair i 
on it under her left eye, the m other says. 
About 
j 
a year ago a small pimple appeared on the b ir th- , 
mark , which has grown some since but not for the i 
past six months. 
In a situation such as this a specialist should 
certainly be consulted and the mole w atched with ; 
groat care. 
Some of these are best left alone and 
other treated. 
I believe that when treatm ent is 
indicated, removal by surgery is now commonly 
preferred to the electric needle. 
O ther birthm ark s are made up of a mass of 
tiny blood vessels in the sk in. 
Often they are 
level w ith the surface of the sk in but have a dark 
purplish color which gives them the name of 
"port wine" mark . 
B irthm ark s also may consist of blood vessels 
raised above the sk in level which arc soft and 
spongy. 
These are called "straw berry” mark s. 
Such m ark s may appear anywhere but are par­ 
ticularly common around the lips or tongue. 
A nother common variety of birthm ark made 
up of blood vessels is irregularly shaped and 
slightly raised. 
This goes under the name of 
"spider nevus" because the blood vessels at the 
center look lik e the body of a spider, while the 
smaller ones passing outw ard resemble the legs. 
W hat treatm ent should be used for a birth­ 
m ark ? 
The answ er to this question depends on the 
location, the size and the k ind. 
Some can be re­ 
moved by local treatm ent, including surgery, vari­ 
ous types of electric cautery, freezing with car­ 
bon dioxide snow', X-rays or radium, or certain 
chemical agents. 
It is not always wise to try to remove or fade 
a birthm ark , even when it is located 
011 a con­ 
spicuous part of the body lik e the face. 
E xpert 
advice 
should 
always 
be 
obtained. 
Some will fade of themselves as the youngsters 
get older. 
Some cannot be effectively treated 
without too much risk . 
And some are not impor­ 
tant enough in size or location to justify the 
trouble and 
e xp e ns e of treatm ent.

WASHINGTON — The nation 
is celebrating this week the 
birthday of Abraham Lincoln. 
Eloquent eulogies are 
being 
spoken—and he deserves them 
all. But if what Abraham Lin­ 
coln said just 100 years ago 
were attributed today to any 
one else in public life, the same 
utterances would be denounced 
as coming from a “racist,” or 
“extremist,” or a person who 
“defies” the Constitution. 
Few people realize how out­ 
spoken Abraham Lincoln was 
against a Supreme Court de­ 
cision and how he insisted that 
a mere overturning of precedent 
in a ruling was not “settled 
law.” It was just 100 years ago 
when Abraham Lincoln was de­ 
bating with Stephen Douglas in 
the State of Illinois. Only a few 
months ago the Library of Con­ 
gress published a book contain­ 
ing facsimiles of the printers’ 
copy of the stenographic record 
of Lincoln-Douglas debates “as 
[edited and prepared for the press 
by Abraham Lincoln.” 
‘Legal Astonisher’ 
Following is a quotation from 
Mr. Lincoln's speech delivered 
on July 13, 1858, at Chicago: 
“The sacredness that Judge 
Douglas throws around this de- i 
cisión (of the Supreme Court of 
the United States) is a degree 
of sacredness that has never 
been before thrown around any 
other decision. I have never 
heard of such a thing. Why, de­ 
cisions apparently contrary to 
that decision, or that good law­ 
yers thought were contrary to 
that decision, have been made by 
that very court before. It is the 
first of its kind; it is an astonish­ 
er in legal history it is a new 
wonder of the world.” 
In speaking further of the 
Died Scott decision, Mr. Lincoln 
said at Quincy, 111., on Oct. 13, 
1858: 
”. . . but we nevertheless do ; 
oppose that decision as a politi­ 
cal rule which shall be binding 
on the voter to vote for nobody 
who thinks it wrong, which shall 
he binding on the members of 
Congress or the President to fa­ 
vor no measure that does not 
actually concur with the prin­ 
ciples of that decision. We Ho 
not propose to be bound by it as 
a political rule in that way . . . 
We propose so resisting it as to 
have it reversed if we can, and 
a new judicial rule established 
upon this subject.” 
Jefferson Quoted 
In another speech delivered in ; 
Chicago on July 17, 1858, Mr. 
Lincoln quoted with approval a 
letter from Thomas Jefferson, 
written in 1820, which declared 
that if the judges of the Su­ 
preme Court are to be considered 
as “the ultimate arbiters of all 
Constitutional questions,” this 
could he a “very dangerous doc­ 
trine indeed and one w hich would 
place us under the despotism of 
an oligarchy.” 
In a Speech delivered at Ot­ 
tawa, 111., on Aug 21, 1858, Mr. 
Lincoln took up the race ques- Í

tion. He denounced slavery, but 
then added: 
“I have no purpose to intro­ 
duce political and social equal­ 
ity between the white and the' 
black races. There is a physical 
difference between the two, 
w hich in ir.y judgment will prob­ 
ably forever forbid their living 
together upon the footing of 
perfect equality, and inasmuch 
as it becomes a necessity that 
there must he a difference, I, as 
well as Judge Douglas, am in 
favor of the race to which 1 be­ 
long having the superior posi­ 
tion. I have never said anything 
to the contrary, hut I hold that 
notwithstanding all this; there is 
no reason in the world why the 
Negro is not entitled to all the 
natural rights enumerated in the 
Declaration of Independence, the 
right to-life, liberty and the pur­ 
suit of happiness. I Hold that he 
is as much entitled to these as 
the white man. 1 agree with 
Judge Douglas, he is not my 
equal in many respects -certain­ 
ly not in color, perhaps not in 
moral or intellectual endowment. 
But in the right to eat the bread, 
without leave of anybody else, 
which his own hand earns, he is 
my equal and the equal of Judge 
Douglas, and the equal of every 
living man. . . . 
Never Favored Equality 
“What next? Free them and 
make them politically and so­ 
cially our equals? My own feel­ 
ings will not admit of this; and 
if mine would, we well know 
that those of the great mass of 
white people will not. Whether 
this feeling accords with justice 
and sound judgment is not the 
sole question, if, indeed it is 
any part of it. A universal feel­ 
ing whether well or ill-founded, 
cannot he safely disregarded. 
We cannot, then, make them 
equals. . . . ” 
With further reference to the 
equality or inequality of the 
races. Mr. Lincoln said, on Sept. 
18, 1853. at Charleston, 111.: 
“I will say then that I am not, 
nor even have been in favor of 
bringing about in any way the 
social and political equality of 
the white and black races that 
I am not nor ever have been in 
favor of making voters or jurors 
of Negroes, nor of qualifying 
them to hold office, nor to in­ 
termarry with white people; 
and I will say in addition to 
this that there is a physical dif­ 
ference between the white and 
black races which I believe will 
forever forbid the two races liv­ 
ing together on terms of social 
and political equality. And inas­ 
much as they cannot so live, 
while they do remain together 
there must he the position of 
superior and inferior, and I as 
much as any other man am in 
favor of having the superior 
position assigned to the white 
race. . . . I will add to this 
that I have never seen to my 
knowledge a man, woman or 
child who was in favor of pro­ 
ducing a perfect equality, social 
and política I, between Negroes 
and white men.”

The $ 8,000,000 exp ansion an­ 
nounced early this week for the 
Alsen p lant of Lehigh Portland 
Cement 
Comp any 
in 
Greene 
County is exp ected to be com­ 
p leted by the end of this year, 
a p ress release from the Alsen 
p lant offices indicated today. 
The p roject, when comp leted, 
will favor the area in two ways 
•—the additional storage facili­ 
ties will tend to minimize sea­ 
sonal manufacturing fluctuations 
p erm itting more consistent p lant 
op eration, and the new kiln will 
bo p rovided with a dust sup p res­ 
sion device, the release emp ha­ 
sized. 
The work under the sup ervi­ 
sion of Perini Corp oration of 
Fram ingham , Mass., is already 
in p rogress and will entail the 
installation of a new kiln, dust- 
collecting devices, -grinding mill, 
storage silos and related equip ­ 
m ent. 
Although the Alsen p lant has 
undergone m ajor reconstruction 
on 
several 
p revious occasions, 
four of its six kilns have l>een in 
op eration since the early 1900’s. 
The kilns are the heart of a 
cem ent - m aunfacturing 
p rocess, 
for it is in these giant horizontal 
cylinders that the raw p ulverized 
stone is subjected to intense 2700 
degree heat transform ing it into 
1he 
lava-like 
substance 
called 
clinker from which finished ce­ 
m ent is made. 
As a result of their age, these 
four old 125 foot kilns have be­ 
come somewhat inefficient and 
costly to keep in op eration and 
rep air. 
In the current p roject, 
these old units will bo rep laced 
by a single 400 foot kiln which 
will p roduce, at much lower cost, 
as much clinker as their com­ 
bined p otential. 
The new kiln, 
to be furnished by F. L. Smidth 
Comp any, will be somewhat larg­ 
er titan an average city block 
and its diam eter will be wide 
enough so that an automobile 
could be driven inside. 
The clinker p roduced by this 
kiln will be discharged while still 
red hot. A large Fuller Comp any 
movable grate cooler will cool 
the 
clinker 
to 
ap p roxim ately 
140 degrees., and at the same 
tim e reclaim most of the heat to 
be returned to the m anufactur­ 
ing p rocess, thereby contributing 
to 
overall 
therm al 
efficiency. 
The kiln will also be p rovided 
w ith an internal heat recup erat­ 
or w'hich will further reduce the 
am ount of coal necessary to p ro­ 
duce a barrel of clinker. 
Of p articular interest to the 
Alsen community is the dust 
sup p ression p rogram being car­ 
ried on in conjunction w ith this 
new construction. The kiln will 
be butfitted with a mechanical 
collector, followed by tw-o Buell 
electrostatic p recip itators to re­ 
move any solid p articles from 
the gases before they are dis­ 
charged 
to 
atmosp here. 
This 
combination of collectors is be­ 
ing designed to remove virtually 
all of the dust which enters the 
system. 
All the p resent grinding equip ­ 
m ent will be retained and util­ 
ized in the future op eration. In 
addition to the p resent equip ­ 
ment, a new- com p artm ent mill 
will be installed for grinding 
clinker into cement. This instal­ 
lation will p ermit greater flexi­ 
bility in the finish grinding op ­ 
eration and p ermit the p roduc­ 
tion of more sp ecialized typ es of 
cement when such m anufacture 
is indicated. This mill is of F. L. 
Smidth m anufacture. It will be 
over eight feet in diameter, 39 
feet long and will be p owered 
by a 1,250 HP motor which will 
be the largest motor installed at 
the Alsen p lant. 
Will Increase Storage 
The cement storage cap acity 
will be increased by an addition­ 
al 200,000 barrels in the form of 
new' silos p resently under con­ 
struction. These additional stor­ 
age facilities will tend to mini- 
m i z e 
seasonal 
m anufacturing 
fluctuations and will p ermit a 
m ore consistent p lant op eration. 
According to Lehigh’s Presi­ 
dent, Josep h S. Young, ‘T he Al­ 
sen p roject is p art of our com- 
p any-W'ide effort to emp loy only 
the most modern m anufacturing 
techniques at all p lants. When 
it is comp leted, we will have 
m aterially strengthened and add­ 
ed to the versatility of a most 
imi>ortant link in the Lehigh 
chain.”

foot section of a two-lane, steel 
automobile bridge across a power 
canal collapsed early today, dis­

WASHINGTON (A P) — Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles ap­ 
proaches illness like a conference 
with the Soviets: it will be a prob­ 
lem, but he has his plans made 
and it won't last 
forever, 
and 
when it is over he will have other 
problems. 
Despite physical setbacks which 
would 
have 
floored 
other 
and 
younger 
men, 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower, 68, and Dulles, 70, have 
treated their serious illnesses like 
temporary discomforts. 
Eisenhower, 
who 
has 
had 
a 
heart 
attack 
and 
an 
intestinal 
operation, 
and Dulles, 
who has 
had surgery for cancer and now 
faces a hernia operation, seem to 
look upon the secretary's latest 
hospitalization 
with 
great 
opti­ 
mism. 


Retirement Talk Out 


The White House has denied not 
only 
firmly 
but 
picturesquely 
speculation that Eisenhower has 
been discussing with his associ­ 
ates 
the 
possible retirement 
of 
Dulles. 
Eisenhower’s 
press 
secretary, 
James Hagerty, is the one who 
gave picturesqueness to the de­ 
nial although his figures of speech 
were mixed: “ I can say it (the 
speculation) was completely cock­ 
eyed, doubled in spades.” 
Before he went into the hospital 
this week Dulles gave the impres­ 
sion his hernia operation wouldn’t 
set him back for long. 
In his note to Eisenhower ask-, 
ing 
hospital 
leave, 
Dulies 
said 
‘‘I'd like to devote a few weeks 
to 
physical 
recuperation” 
and, j 
since 
he'd 
be 
in 
the 
hospital 
awhile he added, he could use the 
time 
thinking 
about 
the 
West 
Berlin problem still to be settled 
with the U.S.S.R. 


Still So. 1 Man 


Dulles brushed off any idea that j 
he might really be out of circu- j 
lation by telling the President: ‘‘I ! 
would be available for consulta­ 
tion with you and my associates 
and would expect, after a few 


weeks, to resume fully the duties 
of my office.” 
This left no doubt that Dulles, 
even though in the hospital or re­ 
cuperating at home, planned still 
to be the State Department's No. 
1 man. 
It’s possible his plans for deal- 
| ing with the Soviets — over their 
; demands that the Allies pull their 
| troops out of West Berlin and 
leave it a free city — can go on 
pretty well if—. 


Big ‘If’ Remain* 


It’s an "if” that can’t be over­ 
looked, no matter how great the 
optimism in the administration. 
‘‘The ‘‘if” is that Dulles is away 
up in years, illness has piled up 
' on him, and he has worn himself 
down in his service as secretary. 
; Therefore it’s possible he will not 
I respond physically as well as he 
and Eisenhower appear to think 
he will. 
But until that happens — if it 
happens — it is pretty clear that 
anyone sitting in for Dulles, like 
Under Secretary of State Chris­ 
tian Herter, will 
be completely 
overshadowed by Dulles, and that 
Dulles 
will 
continue 
to 
do 
the 
thinking 
for 
the 
State 
Depart­ 
ment.

Size Up Your Man 
Now with the Lenten season 
started, I intagine there are 
many women planning their 
Easter 
wardrobe. 
It’s 
easy 
enough to buy something for 
yourself, or for the children, but 
how many women know the cor­ 
rect size of their husband’s 
shirts, suits, trouser lengths, 
socks. 
How many times have you 
gone into a store and said to the 
salesman, “What size? Well, he’s 
taller than you are and a lot 
heavier!’’ That groan you heard 
emanated from the salesman. 
Here are a few tips that will 
aid you in shopping for the 
man in your life. 
First, 
let’s consider shirts. 
There are two factors to a shirt 
size neck measurements 
and 
sleeve length. Most men are 
wearing the wrong size shirts. 
So take his measurements. 
Neck Measurement — Let the 
tape come evenly about his neck 
where his shirt collar usually 
rests. This is his shirt size. (No, 
madam, you're squeezing the 
tape too tightly!) 
Sleeve Length—Measure from 
the center of the base of his 
nock at the back, down over his 
shoulders and down his arm to 
an inch below his wrist hone 
| while his arm is held down. This 
is his sleeve length. ¡It’s not 
necessary, madam, to weight the 
arm with a brick—just hold it 
down, gently!) 
About sport shirts, we should 
remember that they come in 
sizes of small, medium, large or 
extra large and are related to 
dress shirt neck sizes as follows: 
1^14 ’ 2 (small), 15-15U (me­ 
dium), 16-16':: (large), 17 and 
up (extra large).

His dress 
shirt size is always your guide. 
When it comes to buying suits, 
remember that there is more 
than just the suit “size” to be 
considered. There are also what 
is known as “proportions.” 
Suit size is simply the normal 
chest measurement. Place the 
tape around your husband's 
chest, shirt on, about three 
inches below his arm pits and 
high on the back. Do not hold 
it tight. The tape reading is his 
suit size. If the measurement 
comes between the inch marks, 
such as 39 ] r. take the next full 
size up which, in this case, 
would be 40. 
Remember, also that there are 
suit proportions. A man's height 
determines whethqr he wears a 
short, regular, long or extra 
long in his correct size. A repu­ 
table store can hnlp you here. 
It’s a breeze to determine the 
size for slacks. Your husband’s 
waist measurements is his slack 
size. But rerrlember, in tailored 
slack>. the salesman also wants 
his length proportion — short, 
regular, or long — in order to 
fit him perfectly. The salesman 
also w ill need a side seam meas­ 
urement in order to “cuff” the 
! slacks. 
Il you want to buy gloves, 
just measure the widest part of 
his palm and this measurement 
is his glove size. 
If your husband doesn’t wear 
stretch socks, then remember 
that “sized'' socks are sold ac­ 
cording to his shoe size. 
The thing to do is to stop some 
day w ith your husband, at a good 
store, and let them measure him 
up! 
It’s also a good idea to have 
the information handy just in 
case you stumble across a fab­ 
ulous bargain. With this in mind 
set up an accurate size chart 
(available at leading clothing 
stores in thp area) and carry it 
in your wallet.* * *
